To review, I recently picked up a Simpsin model 260 series 5 meter at 
a bargain price at a non-radio flea market. It's in good shape and 
it's my intention to make it my utility meter. 


Simpson fully supports the 260 model meter, all series as far as I can 
tell. They may be reached by phone at 847-697-2260. They do not sell 
directly to the public but will help you determine the part numbers 
for the parts you need and refer you to an authorized Simpson parts 
and service center near you. 


I parts I needed were: 


1 set probes, with bananna plugs and screw-on alligator tips, P/N 
00125, $15.30 


4 ea. battery clips, P/N 03-811310, $1.00 ea., $4.00 


I was referred for these parts to Standard Meter Lab, Inc., in 
Livermore, CA. They may be reached by phone at 510-449-0220. This 
lab has been discussed before in these pages. They have, as they put 
it, "A complete metrology section", and sound capable of repairing and 
calibrating almost anything. Walt, the person I spoke to, was very 
friendly and helpful and happy to deal with my small order. 


The clips and probes arrived yesterday and the probes seem an exact 
copy of the originals, as far as I can tell anyway. With the clips in 
place the meter came to life... except on the Rx100 scale. 


I contacted Walt again about service and his reply that there's a 
standard price of about $37 for going over a 260 and figuring out 
what's wrong with that cost applied against any authorized repair. 

All repairs include a calibration. I believe I will send the old girl 
in for their tender mercies. 


That's the story. I hope some of you find the information useful. It 
was refreshing to deal with company that is knowledgeable about its 
older products ans that stands behind them with none of this "oh, we 
haven't made those in years" stuff. Think maybe that's why they've 
stayed in business so long?

Sometimes I try something that works out great and I feel like telling 
someone about it. This is one of those times. 


I had a defective special pot on a BA for which I had not been able to find a 
suitable replacement. I finally decided that I should try to repair the 
original one. 


The problem with the pot was that one of the end terminals had broken 
off---the phenolic base was broken at the terminal eyelet, along with the 
carbon resistance path. 


I first did a structural repair on the pot to secure the terminal in its 
proper position. This was done using some ordinary epoxy. 


I then built an electrical path from the end of the carbon element to the 
terminal eyelet using a small amount of conducting epoxy. This is available 
from the mail order electronics suppliers and is used in PC board repair. 


Repaired pot works like new. 


Just thought someone else might want to try this. (I admit it is fairly 
obvious and maybe everyone else does it all the time).
